Oyster Bay, N. Y¥., Sept. 20.—{Special.}—As 
a result of a conference held tonight at Saga- 
more Hill between President Roesevelt, Sec- 
retary of State Elihu Root, Postmaster Gen- 
eral George B. Cortelyou, Senator tlenry 
Cabot Lodge, and Joseph H. Choate,’ former 
ambassador to Great Britain, plans were laid 
for the elimination of contributions to future 
national campaign funds by all corporations 
affected by national legislation. 

There is a report that President Roosevelt 
has insisted tonight upon the return of all 
campaign contributions made by life insur- 
ance companies to the last republican na- 
tional .campaign committee and that his 
wishes will be carried out. 

Radical Measures Decided On. 

These radical and far reaching measures 
have been determined upon by the president 


.followitg the disclosures of contributions of 


policy holders’ money to the Roosevelt cam- 
paign, as disclosed at the session of the legis- 
lative life insurance investigating commit- 


tee, 

It becarme known tonight that ever since 
the investigation began Postmaster General 
Cortelyou, who was chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, has been holding 
almost nightly conferences with the presi- 
dent. At these conferences the facts learned 
by the investigating committee have been 
discussed step by step until radical meas- 
ures were decided? upon to forestall further 
disclosure. 

Tonight’s conference ig one of the most im- 
portant ever held at the president's summer 
home. Those called to it are considered the 
closest and most influential friends of the 
president. 

M May Be Sensational. 

The four men came here quietly late this 
afternoon. Their names had not been made 
public at the executive office where the com- 
ing of callers is usually announced. 

The details of the conference are kept se- 
cret, but it is known that part of the prest- 
dent's forthcoming message to congress deal-: 
ing with campaign contributions will be 
sensational in character, He will recommend 
that legislation be enacted prohibiting the 
acceptance by national campaign commit- 
tees of any political party of contributions 
from any corporations affected In any man- 
ner by congressional legislatien.
